CALGARY (CP) — Nuclear 
energy may become the letest 
of several methods to be tried 
for the removal of oil from 
Alberta's Athabasca oi] sands 
about 375 miles northeast of 
Edmonton. 

It is believed that Richfield 
Oll Corporation of Los Angeles 
is considering the possibilities 
of using nuclear energy in 
separating the oi] from the sand 
A spokesman for Richfield said 
in a telegram from Los Angeles 
today: “Richfield is investigat 


ing the possibility of using 
nuclear energy to facilitate 
recovery of oil.” 


He declined, however, to either 
confirm or deny that the process 
is being studied in connection 
with separation in the Athabasca 
sands, largest, reserve of oil 
known to man. 

The Atomic Energy Commis 
sion's interest in oil recovery 
through nuclear means was dis 
closed last March by Prof 
Gerald W. Johnson of the Uni 
versity of California's radiation 
laboratory.
